‘'RECEIPTS'* 
FROM 
ANCIENT 
COOKERY LORE 
I ’VE been reading a book about 
^ medieval 
feasts 
in 
England, 
written by William G. Mead. 
The 
food of the Middle Ages consisted 
principally of meat and fish—meat 
for ordinary days and fish for fast* 
days. Pork was the favorite though 
beef and mutton were also popular.

Looking over the old “receipts,” 
you find that the meat was often 
ground to a paste, or minced, or 
seasoned with a great quantity of 
spices. 
Every kitchen must have had a 
chopping block and a large wooden 
bowl for cutting meat into small 
pieces, if we believe the old “re­ 
ceipt" books, which contain many 
specimens like this one: 
"Take eels . . . and chop them 
In fair slices. 
Hew fair butts of 
c:'-T or pork, . . . all small. Take 
h'.tis of pork and smite them in

der, t'len lay it on a fair board and

Of course, these recipes 
were 
nsLd In the days before forks were 
iuvcnLed, and it was quite neces- 
sary that the contents of each dish 
be soft enough to be eaten with a 
ryo n, 
or dipped 
up with

fin'^ers. 
There were few simply-prepared 
dishes in the Middle Ages. 
As Mr. 
hleacl says, "The ideal, apparently, 
was that nothing should be left in 
its nainral state, but rather dev 
Bed and hashed and highly spiced 
a*ul mix ed with a dcaen or a score 
of other ingredients, so that no one 
ml.^bt have an inkling of what a 
illsh was composed.'' 
Even oysters were dressed up 


with sugar and spices, with ginger 
and saffron and powdered pepper. 
The other day I looked through 
a collection 
of ancient 
cookery 
books, and wrote down some of the 
most Interesting recipes. They are 
all vague as to proportions—like 
this one: “Take hens and pork, 
and seethe them together; take the 
liver of hens, and pork, and hew 
it small, and grlnde it all to dust; 
take bread grated and do put It 
thereto; and temper St with the 
self broth, and bind It together 
with yelks of eggs, and cast pow­ 
der thereon fort; boll It, and look 
that it be not stondlng.” (stiff). 
In a later book, “Ths Art of 
Cookery Made Plain and Easy," 
there were directions “To dress 
calf’s chitterlings curiously.” 
lu 
another, printed In 1600* I found 
“The most kindly wait to preserve 
plums.” 
In “The Accompllsht Cook or the 
Art 
and 
Mystery 
of 
Cookery,” 
printed in 1678. there are bills of 
fare for every month of the year, 
“Also," according to the author, 
“how to set forth the meat In or­ 
der for that service, as It was used 
before hospitality left this nation,” 
I found a menu for All-Saints- 
Day — in November. 
The 
first 
course alone included twenty dish- 
j es, beginning with oysters, contin­ 
uing through beef and capons and 
geese and ducks and mutton, ven­ 
ison and swans, veal and roast 
turkey, and ending with “a double- 
bordered 
custard." 
The 
second 
course includes twenty more dish­ 
es—oranges and lemons, and more 
meat dishes—pig and lamb and 
I ducks, “a couple 
of pheasants,” 
: several 
varieties 
of fish, 
three 
i brace of partridge, and then a dish 
of spinach. 
After the spinach, a 
roll of beef, a cold goose pie, and 
' so on and so on until we finally 
! reach the dessert—jellies and tarts 
; and 
gingerbread, 
“and 
other 
fruits," according to the original 
bill of fare. 
Is it any wonder that the old 
; rookbooks included a few chapters 
of 
medicines 
and 
salves, 
and 
“broths for the sick?” 


Today’s Recipes 


One-Egg Cake — One and one- 
eighth cups milk, three cups flour, 
one-third cup fat, one egg, five tea-; 
spoons baking powder, one and one-1 
fourth cups sugar, one-fourth tea-!

ing. Place the fat In a warm place | 
until it becomes soft though not

melted, so that it may be combined 
easily with the sugar. Blend the fat 
and the sugar thoroughly, stir in the 


beaten egg. and add alternately the 
dry ingredients, which have been 
mix ed and sifted together, and the 
liquid. Add only a small quantity of 
liquid at a time.

If baked in a thick 
loaf the oven temperature should be 
very moderate (about 325 degrees 
F.), but if baked as cup cakes or 
thin layers the oven should be about 
375 degrees F.
